GOLD  ANTIQUITIES 

Excavated  antiquities  from  ancient  Rome,  Greece,  and  Egypt  has  stopped  com¬ 
ing  through  in  recent  years,  due  to  rigorous  government  controls.  Only  Iran,  for¬ 
merly  called  Persia,  is  now  a  source  of  artifacts,  from  the  huge  grave  areas  dis¬ 
covered  in  the  western  and  northern  regions. 

The  following  gold  animals  are  of  Amlash  origin  believed  to  date  to  the  ninth- 
eigth  centuries  B.C.  They  were  accidentally  discovered  by  peasants  in  the  moun¬ 
tainous  region  southwest  of  the  Caspian  Sea.  In  this  small  Iranian  community  of 
farmers  and  stock-breeders,  potter  and  modeller  were  one  and  the  same  artist,  an 
artist  gifted  with  inventive  powers  of  a  very  high  order.  Their  most  favored  object 
is  the  rhyton,  which  is  given  the  form  of  animals  familiar  to  the  artist,  such  as 
the  horse,  cow,  stag,  goat.  The  metal  workers  produced  a  great  variety  of  small 
animal  figures  which  the  humped  ox  and  stag  predominate,  along  with  the  effigies 
of  the  wild  boar  and  the  unicorn. 

Though  in  the  Amlash  phase,  clay  remained  the  basic  medium  of  artistic  ex¬ 
pression,  progress  was  now  being  made  in  the  craft  of  metal  working. 

The  so-called  Amlash  culture  has  been  enriched  and  extended  by  recent  dis¬ 
coveries  made  at  Marlik,  by  the  Iranian  Expedition  sponsored  by  the  Teheran 
Museum.  The  tombs  at  Marlik  yielded  gold,  silver,  bronze  objects  and  a  great  many 
terra 'cotta  statuettes.  The  dating  was  confirmed  by  the  discovery,  made  by 
peasants,  of  two  horses  blinkers,  in  bronze,  inscribed  in  cuneiform  characters  with 
the  names  of  King  Meuas  (810-781  B.C.)  and  King  Argistis  (781-760  B.C. ).  Although 
certain  Amlash  figures  recently  have  been  cleverly  imitated  from  gold  of  the 
period  and,  therefore,  have  confused  the  authentification  of  the  genuine  ones, 
these  5  objects  have  been  consigned  by  World  Antiquities,  Inc.  and  are  fully 
guaranteed  by  them.

One 
of  the  very  few  complete  Fractional  Currency  shields  with  the  pink  back¬ 
ground.  Friedberg  catalogue  number  1383.  The  Treasury  Department  produced 
these  shields  for  sales  to  hanks  so  that  they  might  detect  counterfeit  notes 
by  comparison  with  the  genuine  notes  on  the  shield.  They  were  made  in 
Washington  during  the  years  1866  and  1867.  The  outside  dimensions  of  the 
shield  are  20  X  25  and  on  the  shield  are  mounted  39  specimens  of  Fractional 
Currency.  Each  note  was  printed  on  one  side  only,  so  that  obverse  and  reverse 
appear  as  separate  notes.  The  familiar  shields  with  the  gray  background  appear 
quite  frequently,  however,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  this  is  one  of  the 
few  times  a  pink  background  shield  has  been  offered  for  sale  at  auction  or 
privately.  The  ratio  of  rarity  surely  is  100  to  1  and  we  doubt  if  there  are  more 
than  a  dozen  pink  background  shields  still  in  existence.  Having  been  stored 
in  a  damp  depository  many  years  ago  most  shields  show  stains  and  faults. 
I  his,  as  you  will  note  from  the  above  plate  shows  circular  stain  at  top  in 
semi-circle  and  there  is  a  crease  at  top  through  center  of  5th  star  and  eagle, 
also  creased  on  left  margin.  These  faults  are  very  minor.

In  your  September  issue  you  feature  a  short  story  by  Thomas  Lismore, 

“The  Coinage  of  Cuba.”  Mr.  Lismore  generously  refers  to  me  and  to  my 
work  on  The  United  States  Trade  Dollar,  and  my  purchase  of  a  specimen  1870) 
Provisional  Silver  Peso  not  previously  reported  in  the  Cuban  series. 

Mr.  Lismore  describes  this  specimen  as  carrying  on  the  left  of  the  date 
the  letter  “E”  instead  of  the  usual  “P.” 

This  is  incorrect.  Above  the  date  is  the  traditional  knotted  and  bowed 
wreath.  Above  the  knotted  wreath,  all  other  specimens  of  the  1870  Provisional 
Coinage  of  all  denominations  known  to  exist  have  a  single  star  in  the  open 
field  midway  below  the  word  PESO.  The  specimen  I  have  has  the  block 
letter  “E”  in  the  position  otherwise  occupied  by  the  star. 

The  authority  on  the  1870  Provisional  issue,  Roberto  Pesant,  confirms  Mr. 

Lismore’ s  long  held  belief  that  complete  sets  in  silver  were  struck  of  the 
1870  Provisional  coins  and  concludes  that  not  more  than  a  dozen  sets  were 
struck  in  silver  to  serve  as  presentation  pieces,  but  believes  that  only  three  or 
four  silver  sets  were  able  to  be  sent  to  Cuba. 

“The  Peso  with  the  ‘E’  of  ENSAYO  (ESSAI),”  Mr.  Pesant  writes,  “corre¬ 
sponds  to  a  Trial  Piece,  and  being  to  this  moment  unknown,  thus  constitutes 
an  extraordinary  rarity.”

Early  in  1953  I  wrote  to  the  Commonwealth  Bank  of  Australia,  Sydney,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  obtaining  proof  or  specimen  coins  which  might  be  issued  with  the  por¬ 
trait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  after  she  was  crowned  in  June  of  that  year.  This 

bank  advised  me  in  April,  1953  “that  the  Deputy  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint, 
bourne,  has  agreed  to  make  ten  sets  of  specimen  Elizabeth  II  coins  available 
for  your  museum  in  due  course.”  The  ten  specimen  sets  were  delivered  com¬ 
prising  all  denominations  with  the  exception  of  the  halfpenny  which  was  not 
struck  at  that  mint.  On  the  29th  of  January,  1954  the  Commonwealth  Bank 
wrote  again  and  in  this  letter  stated  that  the  Royal  mint  Perth  had  supplied 
them  with  10  proof  specimens  of  the  Australian  halfpence.
